The street 
sweeper, who sweeps tha street for two dollars, is entitled to his two 
dollars for doing two dollars',worth of. work. But the two dollars is 
not Ills, oily reward. . The clean street, .tlie thing he himseU produced, 
is in itself reward. The humblest street worker has at IrasC produced 
something. And that product, the expression of himself Jn and through 
it. is^the first reward of labor. It nmy not be easy to realize this, jn 
tlie case of the street sweeper, who docs uninspiring work, for uninspir- 
ing wages. But the meaning is plain enough when you 'get outside the 
econoinio field. 
The street sweeper may imagine lio gets only two 


dollars'for his work. 
Hut tlie housewife, who sweeps the parlor, gets- 


nothing in money for the work. Her reward is tho clean parlor—tbe 
,fi cnsg of nuikIng; __a ct uul a wo r th y a mbi t i on.

reward, worth doing even if there were no pny for it. Tho pay is a 
necessary but incidental consideration- 


Work Is the blessing and Inspiration oi mankind. By work we havs 


risen to what we are—not. by-.tha things produced by work merely, but 
by the inspiration "oE"the work itself. Work is a man's self-expression, 
the method by which he projects himself Into the world about him. lie 
who has done a thing, made a thing, is more of a man, just as the world is 
more o£ a world, for what ho has put. into it. All useful activity Is produc- 
live,-and productive activity ia tho highest human joy.
